MESSAGE EltOX THE GUrEBlfOJt3

Calling Attention to State Kxpenses and
Other Matters.

Hartford, June 13. There were less
than fifty members present in the house
this afternoon when the clerk read a
special message from Governor O. V,

Coffin touching on various state ex

penses and other matters of interest
at this time.

Governor Coffin calls attention to the
fact that while the maximum sum al
lowed by Chapter LV. of the acts of
1889 for the support of the deaf and
dumb is only $13,000, there was paid
out from the treasury during the three
years and three months ending Sep
tember 30, 1894, the extra sum of $7,- -
G12.60.

He also discusses the large appro
priations for state armories since 1882

($200,000 that year), and notes that al-

though no appropriations were made
for the purpose, the armory commission
and the quartermaster general's depart
ment expended for armory purposes
in 1894, $35,682.14.

The sum of $0,000 will be needed to
pay expenses of the blind for the ten
years ending 30th Inst., In addition to
the $33,047 already paid. There was in
1S93 a specific appropriation of $20,000
and the governor questions whether
expenditures in excess of that sum are
legal.

Governor Coffin recommends a law
limiting bond issues by corporations
to an amount nto exceeding one-ha- lf

the cash expenditure on or cash value
of the property securing the bonds.
The governor also suggests that there
are unwise provisions In many private
charters as to bond Issues by invest-
ment and trust companies. He also ob
jects to allowing the bonds and stock
of these companies to be legal Invest
ments for trust funds. He recommends
a general law to amend all existing
charters containing these objectionable
features.

Governor Coffin quotes from his in
augural message the portion relating
to the secret ballot, favoring a
blanket ballot or machine voting. Ho
also quotes from that message his rec
ommendations regarding a corrupt
practices act. The governor says In
conclusion:

'Indications are not wanting to show
a disposition to bring about failure
of the attempt to secure needed legis-
lation In behalf of a pure ballot, and
from certain facts which have come
to my knowledge it is feared that one
more, as In 1889, when the people are
asking for bread, you are being urged
to give them a stone. I beg you, there
fore, to see to It, the power being
now In your hands, that the just de
mands of the people are fairly met."

The several portions of the messagf
were referred to the Judiciary, banking
and other committees! having these
matters respectively in charge.
